

















SANFORIZED-SHRUNK 

WHAT IT MEANS 

Sanforizing takes the STRETCH out of cotton and linen fabrics 
. . . so that there is nothing left to shrink (within % of one percent). 

Sanforizing is the only process that shrinks exactly and precisely 
. . . to make possible permanent fit under all conditions. 

The first step in Sanforizing is to determine exactly and mathe¬ 
matically the actual shrinkage of every fabric. This is done by taking 
a sample of the fabric—measuring it, washing it under specified 
controlled conditions. A comparison before and after indicates the 
exact shrinkage. 

'The degree of shrinkage having been determined, the Sanforizing 
machine is set accordingly. If it is desired to shrink a fabric 2 inches 
to the yard, gears are thrown into mesh, which cause the machine to 
deliver 34 inches of material at the delivery end, for each 36 inches 
fed into the intake end. 

The fabric is brought to the machine in a roll—and is smoothed 
out to eliminate wrinkles. Then, the fabric is carried through the 
water sprays and steam dampner to the clip expander—which reg¬ 
ulates the width of the fabric and conducts it to the modified Palmer 
machine. 

As it passes through this machine, the action of the machinery 
itself combined with its control of length and width of the fabric 
shrinks the cloth to the desired length and width shown by the 
tested sample in the first step. 

An auxiliary Sanforizing finisher then gives the same smooth 
finish to both sides of the fabric which is now completely shrunk. 

Entirely mechanical in operation, Sanforizing employs no chemi¬ 
cals whatever, but uses only pure water spray, live steam and heat.

For stubborn particles of dirt that settle in moldings, cracks and other 
corners ... use a paint brush that has been dipped into thick suds. 

Boil a couple of onions in a pint of water, and use this water to remove 
dirt from white paint. 

Never wash piano keys with water. Use a soft cloth dipped in alcohol. 

Because dirt seeps through grass and fibre rugs, use newspaper under them 
as padding. On cleaning day, the newspapers will have caught the dirt—and 
can simply be thrown away. 

To give a wax-like finish to linoleum, add to the scrubbing water a starch 
solution (mixed with cold water). Besides giving a fine finish, this will help 
to keep linoleum clean longer. 

For cleaning and polishing brass ash trays, a mixture of salt and ammonia 
works wonders. 

Buttermilk may be used to clean copper, brass and bronze. Wash thor¬ 
oughly in water afterwards—and polish, using a little dry whiting if necessary. 

To clean fireplace brickwork . . . use steel wool and a scouring powder. 
Rinse off thoroughly. 

To clean parchment shades, first brush off all dust. Wipe the shade, inside 
and out, with a damp cloth wrung out of sudsy water. Wipe with a clean, damp

Furniture should be looked after regularly. The'most efficient, effective 
way to keep your furniture, is by dusting and polishing it regularly. In dusting, 
dust quickly with a clean cloth. If there is dirt on the upholstery or frame, ust 
warm soapy water, rubbing the furniture well and then drying with a clean 
cloth. Polish, whether it is liquid or solid should be put on evenly and let dry. 
Then polished firmly and quickly with a dry cloth. Wet glasses leave white 
rings on table. In this case take a blotter and place over the ring. Next take a 
warm iron and press firmly down on the blotter. If rings persist, apply cam¬ 
phorated oil or a blemish remover. 


Your carpets should b.e swept every day and the vacuum cleaner run over 
them once a week. The rugs should be sent to a Cleaner once a year. To prevent 
wearing of your rug in one place, change it around. Linoleum washes easily, but 
be sure not to use too much water, to prevent the edges warping. A little polish 
adds to its looks. 


Your floor should be mopped over every day. Waxing the floors should 
be done twice a year at least. This preserves the wood. In case of grease, dirt 
or other stains on the floor, turpentine is a good cleaner, but care must be taken 
as this is highly inflammable. Before floor is waxed, clean thoroughly either by 
scrubbing or vacuum. 

Walls are noticeable if not cleaned properly. Wipe down the dust with a 
clean dry rag frequently. The wood work is washed but not scrubbed, just 
rubbed well with warm soapy water. Painted walls are cleaned with warm 
soapy water. Be sure and not use much water. On wallpaper, one may use a 
damp rag, but be careful not to rub too hard. Childrens’ hand marks are taken 
off the wall and wood work with a soapy cloth, rubbed, (not too heavily) over 
the mark. Then with a dry cloth wipe off the soap. 

Take care of your silver . . . wash in warm soapy water . . . dry thor¬ 
oughly . . . apply silver polish and then use a little of that old fashioned ELBOW 
GREASE. Then back into warm water with the silver wear so as not to leave a 
"silver taste” the next time you are using them. Keep your silver ware away 
from eggs, matches, salt, fruit juices, rubber and gas. These will tarnish 
them. Don’t be alarmed when you see scratches on your silver. Polish off the 
worst ones: the fine ones add up to “butler’s finish” after years of use.

WOUNDS

Apply a mild antiseptic. When this has dried, place a sterile dressing 
over the wound—holding it in place with adhesive. Never touch 
the wound, or the side of the bandage that goes next to the wound. 
Never apply adhesive plaster directly to a wound. 

Never bandage the wound tightly, unless necessary to stop bleeding. 

INSECT STINGS 

Apply ammonia, where the sting entered, followed by cold water 
and ice. 

Wet mosquito stings with a mild salt solution . . . then cover with 
baking soda and bandage, if the stings show any inflammation. Parti¬ 
cularly important with small children who might scratch them. 

BRUISES 

To treat . . . first apply cloths wrung out in cold water, or hold the 
injured part under running cold water. Follow this with hot water 
applications, lasting for half an hour, three times a day. 

SPRAIN 

For relief, apply water as cold as can be borne. Then, bandage 
firmly and elevate the affected part. Rest is imperative. 

FOREIGN BODY 

In the eye . . . never rub. Keep the eye lightly closed. Tears will 
often wash out the foreign substance. Blow the nostril on the same 
side as the affected eye, keeping the other eye closed. Wash the eye, 
using a medicine dropper. If necssary, remove the substance from 
the eye with a sterile cloth. Whether or not you succeed, put into 
the eye a drop of sweet or castor oil. If the pain persists ... see 
a doctor.

Colony houses or range shelters should be portable, and should be 
moved frequently. This improves sanitation and provides tor more efficient 
use of pasture. 

Clean the house, feed troughs and water containers regularly. 

Contaminated ground is dangerous. Land on which growing birds 
are ranged should have been cultivated the previous year—and should have 
had no poulrry on it for two years. 

Grasses are better when short and green, and not stemmy. Keep 
range or clover trimmed. The chickens will eat heavily, and save you 
money on feed. 

Growing birds need plentv of shade during hot weather. 

LAYING HENS 

Keep oyster shell and grit in a small contained before the hens. This 
is required to form hard egg shells, and to help grind and digest whole 
grains. 

Add fresh laying mash every other day. Hens do not like stale feed. 

Make sure your hens have fresh clean water. 

Keep watering pails, troughs and hoppers clean. Cleanliness is your 
best assurance of a healthy flock. 

Dampness in the straw litter brings on colds and cuts down, egg 
production. Clean out straw . . . and replace with fresh, dry straw. 

Be sure your birds go to roost with a full crop of scratch grains 
during cold weather. 

CHICKS 

No feed for first twenty-four hours. 

Feed recommended starter for first four weeks. 

Gradually provide scratch grain . . . made of following proportion: 
200 pounds cracked wheat 
100 pounds cracked corn or ba rley 
100 pounds oatmeal. 

At eight weeks, gradually change to a developing mash. Pullets 
are best kept in a range shelter, moved on new ground each year to avoid 
coccidiocis. 

Provide plenty of hopper space to avoid overcrowding. 

Control temperature with thermometer at one inch above floor level 
—at about 85 degrees F. 

Clean and disinfect brooder house every five days—necessary, to break 
life cycle of dangerous parasites. 

Provide low perches at five weeks of age. 

Reduce temperature, as chicks -become feathered—gradually—until 
no heat required. 

From time birds are eight weeks of age until production, use follow¬ 
ing developing scratch: 

200 pounds whole wheat 
200 pounds whole oats 
100 pounds whole barley. 

Supplement with concentrate or home-made mixture that contains 
necessary vitamins, proteins and minerals to ensure steady laying.

WHEN COOKING EGGS in the shell do not cook them in boiling water. 

Instead, place eggs 
in a sauce pan, cover with cold water and heat slowly to boiling. For soft- 
cooked eggs—remove when water starts to boil. For hard-cooked eggs— 
reduce heat and simmer 5 to 8 minutes. 

TO HOLD EGGS TOGETHER WHILE POACHING add a few drops of 
vinegar or lemon juice to the cooking water. 

TO PREVENT MERINGUE ON PIES FROM SHRINKING spread meringue 
on filling so that it touches the sides of pastry all around the edge. 

TO SAVE TIME prepare a quantity of white sauce at one time, pour into a 
quart jar, and store in refrigerator and use as needed. 

TO AVOID UNPLEASANT ODORS WHILE COOKING FISH cover with 
browned butter or lemon juice.

TO KEEP LEMONS FRESH place in a glass jar, fill with water and cover 
tightly. 

TO AVOID WRINKLED SKINS ON BAKED APPLES slit in a few places 
before baking. 

TO KEEP JUICE IN FRUIT WHICH HAS BEEN CUT cover exposed part 
with waxed paper and place cut side down on a dish. 

TO CUT FRESH BREAD EASILY cut with a hot knife. 

TO MAKE A LARGE CROUSTADE for serving creamed food, cut crusts from 
a loaf of bread and remove center, leaving walls and bottom % inch thick. 
Brush with butter and toast. 

TO MAKE ATTRACTIVE DESIGNS ON CRACKERS press cheese and 
smooth spreads through pastry tube or a funnel made of heavy white 
paper. 

TO PREVENT JUICES FROM COOKING OUT OF PIES INTO THE OVEN 
place a tiny funnel or a 4-inch stick of uncooked macaroni upright in 
center of pie. 

TO SCORE CUCUMBERS mark lengthwise with tines of fork and cut slices 
crosswise. Flute peeled bananas the same way. 

TO PREVENT ODOR OF COOKING ONIONS AND CABBAGE add 1 tbsp. 
lemon juice or wedge of lemon with skin on. 

FOR DELICIOUS AND CRISP CELERY let stand in cold water to which 1 
teaspoon sugar per quart has been added. 

TO KEEP CAULIFLOWER WHITE WHILE COOKING use y 2 milk and 
y 2 water and cook without covering, until just tender. 

TO AVOID “BOIL OVERS” WHILE COOKING MACARONI OR SPA¬ 
GHETTI add 1 tbsp. cooking oil or shortening to the water. 

TO MAKE RICE WHITER AND MORE FLUFFY add 1 teaspoon lemon juice 
to each quart of water while cooking. 

TO MAKE A SMOOTH THICKENING OF FLOUR AND WATER place in 
a small jar, cover tightly and shake well.

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When you consider your solicitude regarding the possibility of scratches 
on your furniture or tarnish on your silverware, is it not amazing with what 
general indifference your rugs and carpets are treated. Consider the daily wear 
and tear of broom and vacuum cleaner, the dirt trampled underfoot and the 
moving of heavy furniture—what other household article is called upon to 
stand such treatment? 

The secret of prolonging the life of rugs and carpets is to keep them 
clean, for imbedded grit and dirt will cut the fibres of the finest rug, by 
pressure of the constant tread. 

1. Do not use your vacuum cleaner too often while your carpet is new, for 
the suction is powerful enough to loosen the pile of a new carpet, until it 
has been thoroughly set under traffic of the first few months. 

2. Do not sweep your carpet with a broom too vigorously, and always sweep 
with the lay of the pile and not against it. 

3. Do not shake small rugs, for this will loosen the hem or fringe at the end 
of the rug. The vacuum cleaner or carpet sweeper will clean it sufficiently, 
or else they may b,e thoroughly beaten with a carpet beater. 

4. Always equip the legs of heavy furniture with glass gliders to keep them 
from cutting down the pile of the rug. 

5. Reverse your rug occasionally, or else re-arrantc your furniture to prevent 
too much traffic on one part of your rug. 

6. Always buy stair carpets about one-half yarn iou long, so that it may be • 
re-laid with the worn part from the tread of the utairs shifted to the risers. 
Lay stair carpets with the pile running downwards.

7. Humidifiers prolong the life of a carpet, for they keep the fibres from be¬ 
coming dry and brittle. 

8 . To shampoo your rugs use a good neutral soap, and do not use either wash¬ 
ing soda or ammonia. If you have to soften the water to make a soap 
solution use borax. Use a good brush and do not wet the brush enough to 
wet the carpet, for the shampoo should be done with the lather only, and 
very promptly mopped up, so that the carpet may dry quickly before the 
moisture goes through to the back. 

9. Remove stains as soon as possible, for nearly every stain contains some 
chemical, which may change the color. Foreign matter may produce flat 
spots which will disfigure the rug and commence wear. 


REMOVAL OF STAINS 

ANIMAL STAINS—Treat while still wet for there is little hope of removing 
them when they have dried. A thorougn saturation with clear cold water 
is the best remedy. 

BEER, COCKTAIL STAINS, WINES—Clean immediately with luke warm 
water and pure soap chips. Soak up soap with damp cloth and brush pile 
upright. 

BUTTER—A solvent, such as Ether, Gasoline, Carbon Tetrachloride. 

CHEWING GUM—Soften the gum with egg white, then sponge with water. 

CHOCOLATE—Scrape with a dull knife and sponge with damp cloth. 

COFFEE AND TEA—Luke warm water is usually sufficient, but if a grease 
spot remains from the cream, remove with Tetrachloride, Gasoline 
or Ether. 

FOODSTUFFS—Carbon Tetra Chloride and Benzol, or other grease solvents 
are very good. 

GLUE—If it has become thoroughly dry, sponge with white vinegar and dry 
with blotting paper. 

GREASE, OILS AND FATS (Soup, milk, cream, etc.) Rub moist Cream of 
Tartar into the stain, and remove with vacuum cleaner when dry, or sponge 
with alcohol. 

INK—Treat with Fuller’s Earth, Talc Powder or salt to remove any ink not 
absorbed by rug, then apply Fuller’s Earth and Water and work a blunt 
instrument, renewing the application when it becomes soiled. Another 
effective method is to pour vegetable oil on the spot and let it stand 5 to 10 
minutes, then wash out with sponge dipped in luke warm water. 

MUD—Allow to dry thoroughly, then brush carefully. If any stain remains, 
rub with cut raw potato. 

PAINT—Remove with turpentine while fresh.

Since the garment may shrink slightly, you will be wise 
to take the hem down and do it up again after the dyeing 
has been accomplished.

ACID—Sponge or rinse with water. Then sprinkle soda on both sides. Moisten, 
rinse. 

GUM—Scrape off with dull knife—sponge with kerosene—rinse off in warm 
water. 

BLOOD—Wash with cool water. Use ammonia water or salt and sponge with 
damp cloth. Keep applying until stain has disappeared. 

CANDLEWAX—Scrape with dull knife, place hot iron on stain. Sponge with 
warm water. 

COCOA—Scrape with knife—wash. 

COFFEE AND TEA—Pour boiling water on the fresh stain. Then wash in 
warm soapy water. 

FRUIT—Treat promptly with boiling water. Don’t use soap. If stain is stubborn 
use one of the following bleaches—javcl water, sodium perborate, peroxide. 

GRASS STAINS—Wash and bleach. 

GREASE AND OIL—Rub stained part with soap. Use bleach or salt. 

INK—Use bleach, salt or corn meal, cleaning fluid, soap suds with ammonia. 
Wash after applying any of these. 

IODINE—Wash stains in boiling water or hold over stain. 

IRON RUST—Sprinkle stain with salt, squeeze lemon juice over it, set in sun 
to dry. Rinse well. 

IIPSTICK AND ROUGE—Loosen stain with glycerine or vaseline, rubbing 
well into spot. Then wash fabric. 

MILDEW—Scrub with soap and water, bleach. Moisten with lemon juice, salt, 
place in sun. Rinse well. 

MILK—Wash materials in cold water, then in warm soapy suds. 

MUD—Brush well. Wash in warm water. 

NAIL POLISH—Sponge with polish remover. 

PENCIL SPOTS—Avoid water. Use denatured alcohol or commercial dye 
remover. 

PERSPIRATION—Dampen with water and hold over fumes from open am¬ 
monia bottle. Bleach white garments in the sun. Odor may be taken away 
by wash and water. Add a little vinegar. 

PETS—Use warm water, followed by warm salt water, then rinse. 

GLUE—Sponge with gasoline.

Milk will not scorch so easily, if the sauce pan in which 
it is to be heated is first rinsed out with cold water.

It will give them a better 
appearance. 

When using an uncooked frosting, frost the cake while 
still warm. For cooked frostings, the cake should be thoroughly 
cool.

BISQUE—A thick rich cream soup usually made from fish. Also 
a rich frozen dessert, usually containing powdered nuts or 
macaroons. 

BOUILLON—Clear delicately seasoned soup usually made from 
lean beef stock. . 

CANAPE—An appetizer made of a small piece of bread spread 
with a highly seasoned food. 

CHARLOTTE RUSSE—Usually a gelatin dessert with flavored 
whipped cream molded in a form lined with cake or lady- 
fingers. 

COBBLER—A deep-dish fruit pie with a rich biscuit dough used 
instead of pastry. 

COMPOTE—Sweetened stewed fruit, cooked to keep the fruit 
as whole as possible. 

CONSOMME—A highly seasoned clear soup made from one or 
a combination of meats. 

CROQUETTES—A mixture of chopped or ground cooked food 
held together by eggs or a thick sauce, shaped, dipped into 
egg and crumbs and fried. 

CROUTONS—Cubes of toasted or fried bread served with soup. 

ENTREE—The main dish of an informal meal or a subordinate 
dish served between courses. 

FRAPPE—Sweetened fruit juice frozen until of mushy constit- 
ency.

GOULASH—A thick meat stew originating in Hungary. 
JULIENNE—Food cut into match-like strips. 

MOCHA—A flavoring made with coffee infusion or with coffee 
infusion and chocolate. 

MOUSSE—A mixture of whipped cream, sugar and flavoring 
frozen without stirring. Or flavored thin cream and gelatin 
combined with meat, fruits or vegetables.

TO TEST OVEN TEMPERATURES WITHOUT A 
THERMOMETER 

Sprinkle a small amount of flour in a pan and place in heated 
oven. When flour turns to a delicate brown in 5 minutes, oven 
temperature is slow (250° to 325° F). When flour turns golden 
brown in 5 minutes, oven temperature is moderate (325°-400° F). 
When flour turns to deep brown in 5 minutes oven temperature 
is hot (400° to 450° F). When flour turns to deep dark brown in 
3 minutes oven temperature is very hot (450° to 500° F). 

TO TEST TEMPERATURE FOR DEEP FAT FRYING 
WITHOUT A THERMOMETER 

For dry uncooked foods as: Doughnuts, fritters, etc., drop a 
1 inch cube of bread into the fat and it should brown in 60 seconds. 

For cheese balls, croquettes, fish, etc., the bread cube should 
brown in 40 seconds. 

For wet, uncooked foods such as French fried potatoes, the 
bread cube should brown in 20 seconds.

It is a wise precaution to place a turkish towel in the bot¬ 
tom of your dish pan, when washing special glassware and fine 
china. 

Starch added to the dish water will give extra gloss to 
china and glassware. 

Always fill cooking utensils with soapy water as soon as 
they have been emptied. Hot water for those that held vege¬ 
tables, greasy foods, or syrupy mixtures. Cold water for con¬ 
tainers of flour mixtures, eggy substances, milk or cream. 

To remove egg stains from silver, table salt is recommend¬ 
ed. For stubborn cases, add a little amonnia to the dish water. 

Tea stains on china can be eradicated by rubbing gently 
with salt and cooking soda. 

To remove burned food remnants from enamelware, add 
one tablespoonful of washing soda to each quart of water. Boil 
for fifteen minutes, and you will generally find that the burned 
food can be scraped out with a wooden spoon. 

A little vinegar placed in the hot frying pan, after frying 
onions or fish, will remove the odor. 

To scour knives that have discolored . . . rub the moistened 
end of a cork first in your scouring powder—then over the sur¬ 
face to be cleaned. No cut or dirty fingers this way. 
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A heavy style of writing—one in which the whole letter tends to be 
thick—is usually indicative of love of beauty, sensuousness and the literary 
mind.

1. Sort clothes according to soil, color, materials, stains. 

2. Never stoop to a hamper. Raise it to your level, on a bench, 
chair or stool, to enable you to stand erect, and thus save 

your back. 

3. Get rid of stains before washing. 

4. If you use water softener, experiment until you find the exact 
amount you need to make a good lather. Besides saving pen¬ 
nies, this will also help your clothes, for too much softener 
yellows clothes and is hard on them. 

5. When using softener, wait until scum forms and then skim 
it off before adding soap. 

6. Soap is the mildest softener and safest for silks. 

7. Be sure to use a good soap and suit the soap to your need, e.g. 
mild soap or flakes for silks, woolens, etc. and a stronger soap 
for badly soiled things. 

8. Use a measuring cup and a ruler to find how much soap you 
need to make a two-inch standing suds, and then you’ll know 
just how much you need next time. Make sure there is a 2-inch 
standing suds for each load. 

9. Soak clothes only 15 minutes, for if they are soaked too long, 
they are apt to absorb the dirt from the water. Use cool or 
lukewarm water, for hot water will set some stains.

10. To keep your clothes white, wash them in hot water, pre¬ 
ferably from 140 to 160° F. 

11. Do not overwash for prolonged washing will drive the dirt 
back in your clothes. 5-15 minutes is enough for most ma¬ 
chines. 

12. For colored clothes use a mild sotfener, and wash in warm 
water as quickly as possible. Always hang all colored clothes 
in the shade. 

13. Clothes well hung are half ironed, so wring clothes flat, hang 
them squarely, fold them evenly and sprinkle them smoothly. 
Fold flat things over the line and hang shirts and dresses up¬ 
side down. 

14. To bleach white clothes hang in the sun. 

15. Make sure your ironing board is just the right height to save 
your back. It will help your feet to stand on a rubber mat 
while ironing. 

16. Buy a good lightweight iron, for you will save energy every 
time you lift it. 

17. For washing silks use a very mild soap, lukewarm water, and 
handle gently. Do not soak silks for they absorb water very 
readily and when the water becomes dirty they will absorb 
the dirt along with the water. For very soiled silks two short 
washings are better than one long washing. 

19. 'Woollens. Use warm water with a mild soap and handle 
gently. Keep the rinse waters the same temperature as the 
the wash water. Wash very quickly for wool is lost in the 
water if it is left for too long. Use plenty of soap for wool 
destroys a certain amount of soap, therefore you need twice

as much as for cottons. Blankets may be safely washed in the 
machine if you only leave them in for from two to three 
minutes. If the bindings are still soiled rub them with a brush 
that is full of soap suds. 

20. A new clothesline will give better service if boiled before 
using. Add a handful of salt to the water, to keep clothes 
from freezing to the line in cold weather. 

21. Salt added to bluing water helps to keep clothes from being 
streaked. 

22. Never wring any woolens—even blankets. Hang on line to 
drip . . . with an occasional beating as they dry, to keep 
them soft. 

23. To keep woolens and flannels soft, add a teaspoonful of 
glycerine to each pint of rinsing water. 

24. Lace should never be rubbed. Squeeze gently in warm suds. 
It should be ironed on a well-padded board, with a piece of 
tissue paper laid over it. 

25. An easy way to sprinkle clothes in summer is to turn the fine 
spray of the garden hose on them, while they are still on 
the line. 

26. Never wring gloves. When they have been gently squeezed, 
roll them in a towel to remove excess moisture. Blow into 
gloves before laying them out flat to dry. Never dry them 
near heat, or in the sun. 

27. If the clothesline is dirty, don’t throw it out. Wrap it around 
your washboard, and allow it to soak in hot suds. If very 
dirty, give a final scrubbing with a brush.

A cracked egg can still be boiled, if you rub the cracked spot with 
moistened salt before placing the egg into boiling water. 

Small rugs may be kept from slipping on polished floors, by sewing pieces 
of rubber to all four corners. Old rubber rings from preserve jars may be used 
for this purpose. 

To remove shine from dresses, sponge them on the wrong side with a 
mild borax-and-water solution. 

To keep patent leather accessories from drying and cracking, rub, them 
occasionally with a glycerine-dipped cloth. 

For scratches on dark furniture, touch them lightly with iodine. When 
dry, use a good furniture polish over the entire area. 

Place small bags of camphor inside ycrur piano to keep it free of moths. 

Stale buns can be delicious, if you place them in a kettle with a lid— 
and place in the oven. They will not dry out and will appear as if freshly baked. 

To mend broken crockery, mix white of egg with prepared lime. Apply 
quickly to the edges and hold firmly until the mixture sets. 

To preserve left-over house paint in good condition, replace the lid on 
the paint carefully, press it down firmly, then pour a little melted paraffin 
around the opening. 

MAKE YOUR CLOTHES LAST LONGER 

1. Hang your clothes up after use. 

2. Don’t jam everything into a little closet. 

3. Mend clothes when needed. 

4. Keep your hats in a hat box to prevent crushing and dirt. 

5. Clean and brush out your handbag at least once a week. 

6 . Keep gloves in a box. Wash white ones after each wearing. 

7. When washing stockings, wash in a mild soapy water. 

8. Never twist or pull socks. 

9. When ironing, see that temperature of iron is correct. Moderately warm 
for rayon and silks, hotter for cottons. 

10. A tablespoon of salt in the suds for handkerchiefs will disinfect, whiten 
them. 
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CONSERVATION TIPS-continued 

Do not press chenille or tufted spreads. Shake them well, and brush 
them to restore fluffiness. 

Treatment for curled corners or edges of rugs: Place a thick newspaper 
under the corner and soak rug with clear, cold water. Place heavy weighc 
on edge until rug has dried. 

Nine ways to avoid shrinking garments: 

Don’t wash garments in too-warm water. 

Don’t soak them. 

Don’t wash them with strong soap. 

Don’t rub them with cake soap. 

Don’t leave them in the water too long. 

Don’t stretch them b,y wringing and twisting water out. 

Don’t hang them up too wet. 

Don’t leave them rolled up in a towel. 

Don’t iron them too damp, or with too hot an iron. 

Authorities say that BORAX is the safest water softener. It will not 
harm wool, rayon or delicate fabrics.

LEARN THE CALLS . . . and you can follow any steps, as the caller 
gives them. In square dancing, you must always LISTEN FOR THE CALLS! 

The lady is always at the RIGHT of the man who is her partner. 

A set consists of four couples facing the centre of a square. Each should 
be close enough to the other to join hands without stretching. Each person 
has a definite place, and that place is the one to which each MUST 
ALWAYS RETURN. 


The Calls: 

SALUTE 

OR HONOR To bow. 

OR ADDRESS 

BALANCE Both point right toe and then left toe.

TURN WITH 
THE RIGHT 
HAND 


Holding right hands, circle around each other once, back 
to place. 


TURN WITH 
THE LEFT 
HAND 


Holding left hands, circle around each other once, back 
to place. 


ALLEMANDE This is “turn with the left hand”—done with your 
LEFT corner partner. 


DO SI DO Face the person to whom the call is directed (partner or 

corner). Both walk forward—brush right shoulders to¬ 
gether—b,rush past each other back to back, by stepping 
over to the right. Then brush left shoulders by walking 
backward to place. 

PROMENADE Each person puts an arm behind the other. Both walk 
around the circle TO THE RIGHT, back to places. 


SWING Take the couple-dance or waltz position. Stand side to 

side, facing in opposite directions, and with the outsides 
of the right feet touching. Now, push off with the left 
foot. You really run around after each other, while 
holding the regular dance position. Be sure to pick up 
the right foot every time, so that the pivot point will 
be between the two of you. Keep the feet as near the 
pivot point as possible, and the upper body out a bit. 


RIGHT AND Two couples who face each other walk forward. Each 
LEFT lady passes between the opposite lady and man, and 

goes directly to the place where the opposite lady stood, 
while her partner walks by on the outside. The man then 
takes his partner’s hand and backs around into the place 
where the opposite man was originally standing. The 
lady turns with him, so that both are in the opposite 
couple’s original position. Each couple has now done a 
HALF RIGHT AND LEFT, and the change must be 
completed by going through the same steps, back to 
original places. 


RIGHT AND This is the same as RIGHT AND LEFT, except that it 

LEFT EIGHT is done by two groups at the same time, side by side. 


LADIES 

CHAIN 


SQUARE DANCING— continued 

Two couples face each other. The two ladies walk for¬ 
ward to the centre, take right hands and walk past each 
other. Both take their opposite man’s left hand, and walk 
around him. Then, both ladies advance to the centre, 
and the movement is repeated with their own partners 
to complete the chain. The men turn in their own places. 


LADIES 

GRAND 

CHAIN 


This is the same as Ladies Chain, except that four ladies 
advance to the centre, cross right hands and go around— 
give left hand to the opposite man—go around him. 
Ladies cross right hands again—left hand to partner and 
around him. 


MENS 

GRAND 

CHAIN 


This is the same as "ladies grand chain”—except that 
four men advance to centre. When each takes the 
opposite lady’s left hand to go around her, she stands 
still and holds his hand over her head, while he walks 
around her. 


GRAND Standing in the set, take your partner by the right hand, 

RIGHT AND both walk by. All the ladies go in one direction, to the 
LEFT left—all the men go in the other direction, to the right. 

Take the next person by the left hand—next by the right 
—and so on, hand over hand, around the circle. 


CIRCLE FOUR Join hands and circle to the left. 


START WITH 
THE RIGHT 


Starts out same as “ladies grand chain”. Four advance to 
centre, take hold of opposite person’s right hand and 
walk around once. Then reverse, with left hand, and 
walk around once.
